Egquiries; yet few; Women can bear the having 
all they ſay or dog repreſented in the clear Glaſs 
of an Underſtanding. without Faults. Nothing 
Ooftneth the Arrogance. of aur Nature, like a

beſt told, that we muſt not ſtrike too hard upon

herſelf the Inference of being unkind. And. if 
your Huſband ſhould be really ſullen, and have 
ſuch frequent Fits, as might take away the Ex- 
cuſe of it, it concerneth you to have an Eye pre- 
ared to diſcern the firſt Appearances of cloudy 
Weather, and to watch when the Fit goeth off, 
which ſeldom laſteth long if it is let alone. But 
whilſt the Mind is fore, every Thing galleth it; 
and that maketh it neceſſary to let the black 
Humour begin to ſpend it ſelf, before you come 
in and venture to undertake it. | 
If in the Lottery of the World you ſhould 
draw a covetous Husband, I confeſs it will not 
make you proud of your good Luck; yet even 
ſuch a one may be endured roo, though there are 
_ few Paſſions more untractable than that of Ava- 
rice. Tou muſt firſt take care that your Defini- 


tion of Avarice may not be a Miſtake. You 


ae to examine every Circumſtance of your Hus- 
band's Fortune, and weigh the Reaſon of every 
Thing you expect from him, before you have 
Right to pronounce the Sentence. The Com- 
Plaint is now ſo general againſt all Huſbands, 
that it giveth great Suſpicion of its being often 
ill-grounded ; it is impoſſible they ſhould all de- 
ſerve that Cenſure, and therefore it is certain that 
it ãs many times miſapplied. He chat ſpareth in 
every Thing, is an inexcuſable Niggard * 
Qi: at

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ceſſary, to lay out more liberally in what ĩs moſt 
required in our ſeveral Circumſtances; Yer this 
will not always ſatisfy. * There are Wives who 
are impatient of the Rules of Oeconomy, and 
are apt to call their Huſband's Kindneſs into 
Queſtion, if any other Meaſure is put to their 
Expence than that of their own Fancy. Be ſure 
to avoid this dangerous Error, ſuch a Partiality 
to your ſelf, which is ſo offenſive to an under- 


ſtanding Man, that he will very ill bear a Wiſe's 


giving herſelf ſuch an injurious Preference to all 
the Family, and whatever belongeth to it. 

But to admit the worſt, and that your Hus- 
band is really a cloſe-handed Wretch, you muſt 
in this, as in other Caſes, endeavour to make it 


leſs afflicting to you; and firſt you muſt obſerve . q 


ſeaſonable Hours of ſpeaking, when you' offer 
any Thing in Oppoſition to this reigning Hu- 
mour ; a third Hand and a wiſe Friend, may of- 
ten prevail more than you will be allowed to do 
in your own Cauſe. Sometimes you are dex-

You are to conſider, that a Man, governed by his 
Friends, is very eaſily inflamed by them; and that 
one who is not ſo, will yet, for his on Sake, 
expect to have them conſidered. It is eaſily im- 
proved to a Point of Honour in a Husband, not 
to have his Relations neglected; and nothing is 
more dangerous than to raiſe an Objection which 
is grounded upon Pride: It 1s the maſt ſtubborn 
and laſting Paſſion we are ſubject to, and where it 
is the firſt Cauſe of the War, it is very hard to 
make a ſecure Peace. Your Caution in this is uf 
the laſt Importance to you. 
And that you may the better ſucceed in it, car- 
ry a ſtrict. Eye upon the Impertinence of your 
Servants; take heed that their Ill humour may 
not engage you to take Exceptions, or their too 
much aſſuming in ſmall Matters, raiſe Conſe- 
quences which may bring you under great: Diſad- 
vantage. Remember, that in the Caſe of a 
Royal Bride, thoſe about her are generally ſo 
far ſuſpected to bring in a Foreign Intereſt, that 
in maſt. Countries they are inſenſibly reduced to a 
very ſmall Number, and choſe of! ſo. low a Fi- 
gure, that it doth not admit the being jealous of 
them. In little, and in the Proportion, this may 
be the Caſe of every new -· married Woman, and 
therefore it may be the more adviſeable for you 
to gain the Servants you find in a Family than to 
tye your ſelf too faſt to thoſe. you carry into ir. 
You are not to overlook theſe ſmall Reflexions, 
becauſe they may appear low and inconſiderable; 
for it may be faid, that as the greateſt Streams

And upon this Principle 
the Reſpects even of the Children and the Servants

A 
Woman's Terdernehs to her Children. is one of 
the leaſt deceitful Evidences of tier Virtue ; but 
yet the Way of expreſſing it, mult be ſubject to 
the, Rules of good Breeding : And though a Wor 
man of* Quality: ought not to be leſs kind to 
them, than Mothers of the meaneſt Rank are to 
theirs, yet the may diſtinguiſh herſelf in the 
Manner, and avoid the coarſe Methods which in 
Women of à lower Size might be more excuſa-

ble. Lou muſt begin early to make them love 
you, that they may obey you., This Mixture js 
no where more neceſſary than in Children. And 
J mylt tell you, that you are, not to expect Re- 
turns of Kindneſs from yours, if you have any, 
without. Grains of Allowance; and yet it is not 
ſo much a Defect in their good Nature as a Short- 
neſs of Thought an them.. Their Inſufficiency 
maketh them lean fo entircly upon their 1

unreaſonable z and as often as they are denied, fo 
often they think they are injur'd : And whilſt 
their Reaſon's yet in the Cradle, their Anger 
looketh no farther than the Thing they long for 
and cannot have; and to be diſpleaſed for their 
es own Good, is a Maxim they are very flow to un- 
ſ- derſtand : So that you may conclude, 'the firſt 
| Thoughts of your Children will have no ſmall 
1- Mixture of Mutiny 3; which being ſo natural, 
| you muſt not be angry, except you would en- 
creaſe it, You muſt deny them as ſeldom as you 
can, and when there is no avoiding it, you muſt 
do it gently ; you muſt flatter away their II- 
humour, and take the next Opportunity of 
pleaſing them in ſome other Thing, before they 
either aſk or look for it: This will ſtrengthe 
your Authority, by making it ſoft to them 3 5 
confirm their Obedience, by making it their In- 
tereſt. Tou are to have as ſtrict a Guard upon 
yourſelf amongſt your Children as if you were 
amongſt your Enemies. They are apt to make 
wrong Inferences, to take Encouragement from 
half Words, and miſapply what you may fay or 
do, ſo as either to leſſen their Duty or to extend 
their Liberty farther than is convenient. Let 
them be more in awe of your Kindneſs than of 
your Power. And above all, take heed of ſup- 
porting a favourite Child in its Impertinence, 
which will give Right to the reſt of claiming rhe 


fame Privilege. If you have a divided Number 
leave the Boys to the Father's more peculi⸗ 
Care, that you may with the greater Juſtice pre- 
tend to a more immediate Juriſdiftion over _

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of your own Sex. Lou are to live ſo with them, 
that they may never chuſe to avoid you, except 
when they have offended, and then let them 
tremble, that they may diſtinguiſh : But their 


Penance muſt not continuance fo long as to grow 


too ſour upon their Stomachs, that it may not 
harden inſtead of correcting them: The kind and 
ſevere Part muſt have their ſeveral Turns ſeaſona- 
bly applied ; but your Indulgence is to have the 
broader Mixture, that Love rather than Fear 


may be the Root of their Obedience. 


Your Servants are in the next Place to be con- 
ſidered ; and you muſt remember not to fall into 
the Miſtake of thinking, that becauſe they re- 
ceive Wages, and are ſo much inferior to you, 
therefore they are below your Care to know how 
to manage them. It would be as good Reaſon 
for a Maſter Workman to deſpiſe the Wheels of 
his Engines, becauſe they are made of Wood. 
Theſe are the Wheels of your Family; and let 
your Directions be never ſo faultleſs, yet if theſe 
Engines ſtop or move wrong, the whole Order of 
your. Houſe is either at a ſtand, or diſcompoſed. 
Beſides, the Inequality which is between you, 
muſt not make you forget, that. Nature maketh 
no ſuch Diſtinction, but that Servants may be 
looked upon as humble Friends, and that Re- 
turns of Kindneſs and good Uſage, are as much 


due to ſuch of them as deſerve it, as their Service 


is due to us when we require it. A fooliſh 
Haughtineſs in the Style of ſpeaking, or in the 
Manner of commanding them, is in it ſelf ve- 
Ty undecent; beſides that it begetteth an Averſion 


| ab, of which the leaſt ill Effeft to be ex- 


Qed is, that they will be low and careleſs 1 95 
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that is enjoin'd them: 3 will find it 
true by your Experience, that you will be ſo 
much the more obey' d as you are leſs imperious. 
Be not too haſty in giving your Orders, nor too 
angry when they are altogether obſerv'd, much 
leſs are you to be loud, and too much diſturbed: 
An Evenneſs in diſtinguiſhing when they do well 
or ill, is that which will make your Family 
move by a Rule, and without Noiſe, and will the 
better ſet out your Skill in conducting it with 
Eaſe and Silence, that it may be like a well- 
diſciplined Army, which knoweth how to anti- 
cipate the Orders that are fit. to be given them. 
You are never to neglect the Duty of the preſent 
Hour to do another Thing, which though it 
may be better in it ſelf, is not be unſeaſonably 
preferred. Allot well-choſen Hours for the In- 
ſpection of your Family, which may be ſo di- 
ſtinguiſhed from the reſt of your Time, that the 
neceſſary Cares may come in their proper Place, 
without any Influence upon your good Humour, 
or Interruption to other Things. By theſe Me- 
thods you will put your ſelf in Poſſeſſion of being 
valued by your Servants, and then their Obedi- 
ence will naturally follow. 

I muſt not forget one of the greateſt Articles 
belonging to a Family, which is the Expence, 
I: muſt not be ſuch, as by failing either in the 
Time or Meaſure of it, may rather draw Cen- 
ſure than gain Applauſe. If it was well examin- 
ed, there is more Money given to be laugh'd at, 
than for any one Thirty in the World, though 
the Purchaſers do not think ſo. A well ſtated 
Rule is like the Line, when that is once paſs'd 
we are under another Pole; ſo the firſt IG 
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from a Rule, is a Step towards making that 
which was before a Virtue, to change its Nature, 
and to grow either into a Vice, or at leaſt an 
Impertinence. The Art of lay ing out wiſely is 
not attained to without a great deal of Thought; 
and it is yet more difficult in the Caſe of a Wife, 
who is accountable to her. Husband for her Miſ- 
takes in it. It is not only his Money, his Credit 
too is at Stake, if what lyeth under the Wife's 
Care is managed, either with undecent Thrift, 
or too looſe Profuſion. You are therefore to keep 
the Mean between theſe two Extremes; and it 
being hardly poſſible to hold the Ballance exact- 
Iy even, let it rather incline toward. the liberal 
ide, as more ſuitable to your Quality, and lefs 
ſuhject to Reproach, of the two, a little Mo- 
ney miſpent is ſooner recovered than the Credit 
' which is loſt by having it unhanſomely ſaved; 
and a wiſe Husband will leſs forgive a ſhameful 
Piece of Parcimony than a little Extravagance, 
if it be not too often repeated, His Mind in 
this muſt be your chief Direction; and his Tem- 
per, when once known, will in a great Meaſure 
Jjuſtify your Part in the Management, if he is 
_ pleaſed with it. | 3 
In your Cloaths avoid too much Gaudy; do 
not value yourſelf upon an embroidered Gown; 
and remember, that a reaſonable Word, or an 
_ obliging Look, will gain you more Reſpect than 
all your fine Trappings. This is not ſaid to re- 
ſtrain you from a decent Compliance with the 
World, provided you take the wiſer and not the 
fooliſher Part of your Sex for your Pattern. 
Some Diſtinctions are to be allowed, whilſt they 
are well ſuited to your Quality and Fortune; and

in the Diſtribution of the Expence, it ſeemeth 

to me that a full Attendance and well-choſen Or- 
naments for your Houſe, will make you a bettet 
Figure, than too much glittering in what yo 
wear, which may with more Eale be imitat by 
thoſe that are below you. Let this muſt not 
tempt you to ſtarve every Thing but your own 
Apartment; or in order to more Abundance 
there, give juſt Cauſe to the leaſt Servant you 
have, to complain of the want of what is neceſ- 
fary. Above all, fix it in your Thoughts an un- 
changeable Maxim, That nothing is truly fine 

bur what is fit, and that juſt ſo much as is ptoper 

for your Circumſtances, of their ſeveral Kinds, is 
much finer than all you can add to it, When 

ou once break through theſe Bounds, you launch 

nto a wide Sea of Extravagance; every Thin 

will become neceſſary, becauſe. you have 4 Mind 

to it; not becauſe it is fit for you, but becauſe 
Some-body ellſe hath it. This Lady's Logick 
ſetteth Reaſon upon its Head, by carrying the 
Rule from Things to Perſons, and appealing 
from what is rigkt to every Fool that is in the 
wrong. The Word neceſſary is miſerably appli- 
ed, it diſordereth Families and overturneth Go: 
vernment, by being fo; abuſed. Remember that 
Children and Fools want every Thing, becauſe 
chey want Wit to diſtinguiſh ; and, therefore 
there is no ſtronger Evidence of a crazy Under- 
ſtanding. than the making too large a Catalogus 
of Things neceſſary; when, in Truth, thete are 

ſo very few Things that have a Right o be 
placed in it. Try every Thing firſt in your 
own. Judgment, before you allow it a; Place 4 
your Deſire ; [elſe your Husband may think it as
